Instruments Help Tell 
Location of Earthquake 
When the newspapers announcs 
that there has been a major earth­ 
quake in some far distant land they 
may have received the information 
by cable or by radio, but sometimes 
he earthquake is in such an out of 
the way corner of the earth that no 
direct news can be sent to the out­ 
side world for days. 
In such cases 
scientists who make a specialty of 
earthquakes are able to say approx­ 
imately where the quake occurred 
simply by consulting the record It 
transmitted directly to their record­ 
ing instruments. 
The instrument commonly used 
consists of a delicate pen balanced 
on the tip of a long arm to which 
a heavy weight is attached, the 
whole suspended on a frictionless 
hinge. 
When the earth quakes the 
pen shakes and leaves a wavy rec­ 
ord on a constantly moving paper, 
writes Austin E. Jones, in the Sci­ 
entific American. Such instruments 
in their various forms, some of 
which are rather complex, seem 
mysterious to the average uninitiat­
